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RUSSIA FANS FLAME WHILE 
ISRAEL SEEKS FIRM PEACE 


NEW YORK (NJP)—Israel’s fight to win peace for herself 
continued to be a dangerous battle this week, with Russia and 
Egypt engaging in war-like threats aimed at salvaging as much 
of their ambitions as possible out of the Mid-East turmoil. 

Israel sent her foreign minister here in the person of Golda 


Meir to present her case to the 
vital sessions of the UN. 

The leading women official 
of any government én the world 
was expected to make a force- 
ful plea to the West to support 
direct negotiations for peace be- 
tween Israel and her Arab 
neighbors. 


MEANWHILE RUSSIA, which 
had summarily withdrawn its 
ambassador to Israel, kept up 
the pressure on Israel both by 
continuing its harsh notes to 
Ben-Gurion and by abruptly 
ending the trade agreement by 
which Israel was buying her 
much-needed oil from the USSR. 

World opinion was veering 
over toward Israel’s side as the 
true import of the ties between 
Nasser and Russia began to be 
realized, 

France emerged as_Israel’s 
strongest defender, but even the 
United States, which had sought 
to brang Israel as an outright 
aggressor, was reappraising its 
foreign policy and seemed to be 





Anti-Semitism 
In U. S. Declining, 
Says Council Head 


NEW ORLEANS (NJP)—The 
president of the American Coun- 
cil for Judaism said here that 
prejudice against Jews is be- 
coming less all the time. 

He is Clarence L. Coleman Jr., 
Glencoe, Ill., who was here to 
address local members of the 
council. Coleman’s group is anti- 
Zionist. 

He saiq that the term Jew is 
not synonymous with the term 
Israeli. 

Coleman saig that the Zion- 
ist definition of the Jew as a 
member of a certain nationality 
rather than of a religious group 
has “caused serious problems of 
anti‘Semitism in America,” but 
he added, despite this, prejudice 
against Jews in the United 
States continues to drop. 

Coleman’s remarks were made 
in the course of an interview. He 
said that “We have urged Amer- 
ican Jews having a sympathetic 
humanitarian interest in their 
co-religionists in Israel to ex- 
tricate themselves from the ma- 
chinery of Zionist nationalism, 
which implies that there exist 
common national interests be- 
tween American Jews ang the 
State of Israel.”

The aim of the Western pow- 
ers was to keep Russia out of 
the Mideast, but reports of un- 
rest in Syria, which already has 
accepted Russian arms, indicat- 
eq the likelihood of Syria _ be- 
coming a Satellite of the Com- 
munists. 


MEANWHILE IN. Russia and 
its satellites the campaign 
against Jews, which had been 
interrupted at Stalin’s death, 
seemed to be resuming. 

Deportation of Jews to Siberia 
was reported both from Poland 
and former Lithuania, 


THE JEWISH Chronicle of 
London published a report of 
the dismissal of a number of 
Jews holding high positions in 
the ministry of commerce and 
industry. 

Speaking in Washington, Phil- 
ip Klutznick, president of B’nal 
Brith, said that the present So- 
viet government “appears” no 
less anti-Semitic than . the 
Stalin regime.” He said uncon- 
firmed reports indicated that 
Hungarian Jews, trapped in Bu- 
dapest, were threatened with po- 
groms. 

Indicative of the development 
is a joint letter in Moscow’s 
Pravda by 34 allegedly well- 
known. Soviet Jews _ protesting 
against Israel’s criminal attack 
on Egypt and accusing the gov- 
ernment of Israel of having “iso- 
lated the Israeli people from the 
whole world.” Among the co- 
signers of the letter was David 
Bronstein, chess expert. 


Agron Sees Support 
For World Synagogue 
JERUSALEM — Returning 
from a successful tour of the 
United States where he 
spoke at a number of meet- 
ings for the sale of Israel 
Bonds, Gershon Agron, May- 
or of Jerusalem, told of the 
interest aroused in the U.S.

a World Synagogue here. 
Agron, who is the founder 
of The Jerusalem Post, said 
that the synagogue would 
be a focal point of pi!grim- 
ages to Israel, and every 
Jew would be expected to 
make one such pilgrimage 
during his lifetime.

Parochial Schools Approved By Study 


NEW YORK — A four-year 
Survey made by the _ national 
Jewish 


organization whose pro- 
gram is most concerned with 
integration of the U. S. Jew in- 
to his environment, has come up 
With the finding that parochial 
School children “seek as full in- 
tegration into American life as 
those attending public schools.” 
The finding was one of the re- 
sults of a study covering more 
than 170,000 people in East Mid- 
town New York City made by 


the American Jewish Commit- 
tee under a grant from Lilly 
Endowment, Inc., of Indianap- 
olis. 

The study showed that strong 
identification with religious and 
ethnic groups makes for indiv- 
idual self-acceptance and sound 
mental health. 

Participating in the survey 
were 35 prominent social scient- 
ists, educators and theologians. 
They studied the “emerging 
patterns of ethnic and group 
life in America.” 


The most modern methods of 
testing were employed in the 
survey, and these were supple- 
mented by intensive observation 
and personal follow-ups in the 
homes. 

Prof. J. Milton Yinger, of Ob- 
erlin College, reported that the 
current “return to religion” in 
the United States is not based 
primarily on the growth of faith, 
but is due in part to the fact 
that churches and synagogues 
serve as a rallying point for 
secular interests.

NEW YORK (NJP) — An in- 
crease in the number of rabbis 
in the U. S. from 1,751 in 1927 
to 4,257 in 1955 was reported in 
a new survey published here by 
the Jewish Statistical Bureau. 

Of this number 2,500 hold 
pulpits and 946 are engaged in 
full - time Jewish community 
work. 

Seventy per cent of the rabbis 
are Orthodox with the remain- 
ing 30 per cent divided between 
Reform and Conservative.

Wright, assistant dean of the Foreign Service Institute of the 
United States State Department, did not deny quotes defaming 
Orthodox Jewry attributed to him by Lillian Levy, Washington 
correspondent of The National Jewish POST (NJP, Nov. 9, 1956). 


Wright, who briefs foreign 
service officers on Middle East- 
ern affairs, told Robert G. Spi- 
vack, Washington correspond- 
ent of The New York Post, that 
his quotes were misunderstood 
by Mrs. Levy and were only a 
“small part” of his whole speech. 
The speech was delivered to a 
group of about 60 persons in 
the National Presbyterian church 


in Washington, This is’ the 
church attended by President 
Eisenhower. 


THE NEW YORK Post’s cor- 
respondent got in touch with 
Wright after the Agudath Israel 
of America, Orthodox organiza- 
tion, asked the State Department 
to investigate (NJP, Nov. 16, 
1953) Mr, Wright’s talk, The 
request has been taken under 
advisement by department offi- 
cials. 

Wright told Spivack that all 
his comments were carefully 
documented. 


WHERE HE was quoted by 
Mrs. Levy as saying that Ortho- 
dox Jews were interested only 
in the Talmug and their phylac- 
teries, and that they confined 
themselves to ghettoes and made 
no contributions to the advances 
of the modern world, Wright 
told Spivack that: 7 

“Naturally, devout religious 
leaders are interested only in 
devotional materials. The ref- 
erences to Judaism were _ inci- 
dental to the authoritarian de- 
velopment of modern _institu- 
tions.” 

WRIGHT DISCLAIMED re- 
sponsibility, attributing it to 
Ben-Gurion ,when Spivack asked 
him about another statement in 








his talk, one which The Nation- 
al Jewish POST did not report. 


The statement was, according 
to The New York Post, that 
“when Jews in America speak 
of ‘our country’ they mean Is- 
rael and when they refer to ‘our 
ambassador’ they mean the am- 
bassador of Israel.” 

Wright tolg Spivack he “took 
no responsibility for it,” declar- 
ing that he was quoting Prime 
Minister Ben-Gurion’s comments 
appearing in the Israel Year 
Book of 1953-54. 


ASKED ABOUT his statement 
that Zionism came right out of 
Deuteronomy, Wright told Spi- 
vack: 

“Many of the ideas one finds 
in Zionism are to be found in 
Deuteronomy, It’s the concept 
that the Jews are a chosen peo- 
ple to belong in that land (Is- 
rael). Mr .Ben-Gurion often uses 
that term. I always quote my 
sources, It does not necessarily 
give my point of view. The 
phrase ‘Chosen Land’ is right 
out of Deuteronomy.” 


WRIGHT PROFESSED no 
anti-Semitic intent. He said he 
felt that Mrs. Levy’s report was 
“trying to make me out as anti- 
Semitic.”

Leading Editor Gives Views 
On Ills, Outicok Of U.S. Jewry

DENVER, Colo.—If it’s anti-Semitism, or intermarriage, or what’s wrong with Zionism, or 
competition and duplication among our national Jewish organizations, there’s always one place 
where you can get a forthright view if you live in the large area of the United States dom- 
inated by this capital of Colorado. 


For if you’re Jewish, you do doubt read the Intermountain Jewish News, 


called the nation’s top local An- 
glo-Jewish weekly newspaper. 
And any reader of the Jewish 
News well knows the opinion of 
the paper’s vigorous’ editor— 
Robert S. Gamzey, 45-year-old 
native of Newark and a resident 
of Denver since the age of 5. 

Gamzey, who is celebrating his 
bar mitzva year—it is 13 years 
he assumed the editorial 
helm of the paper—gives you the 
“western” point of view. About 
national Jewish organizations he 
savs: 

@’Of course, there is an over- 
lapping of organizations in ev- 
ery field. Ang there is a need 
for a cut in the duplication...” 

@As for the future of Zion- 
the United States, he de- 
“The Zionist movement 
There isn’t much future 
except in the women’s field 
where 
a hospital or children’s 
But they aren’t really Zionists 
any longer. I do not believe 
there is any chance of develop- 
ing a United States halutziut 
(pioneering) movement as long 
as American Jews have a future 
right here.” 

@On the dangers of intermar- 
Gamzey commented: “I’m 
a survivalist. I believe that in- 
termarriage is a great threat to 
Judaism ang only Jewish edu- 
cation is counteracting it.” 

@On the American Council for 
Judaism, he _ said: “We_ print 
their news. We criticize them 
when we feel they deserve it. 
I don’t believe they should be 
barred from Jewish life as some 
feel. They are Jews and should 
be able to express themselves 
although we _ disagree with 
them.” 

@Turning to Israel, Gamzey 
related how he handleg favora- 
ble and unfavorable news about 
the new state: “While I sympa- 
thize with Israel, we try to tell 
the story honestly. I believe the 
maturing Jewish community is 
adult enough to see Israel as 
H is,’

All this has happened not by 
accident. Gamzey brought with 
him to the editor’s chair 11 years’ 
experience in the news depart- 
ments of the Denver Post.

@wWe’re for America, American 
Judaism and Israel, and we have 
been anti-Communist long be- 
fore Soviet anti-Semitism be- 
came a terrible headline phrase. 

@We consider it our duty to 
mobilize Jewry for the rescue, 
rehabilitation and resettlement 
of our less fortunate brethren 
overseas, the most effective 
method being by the Allied Jew- 
ish Campaign. 

@The paper is free, independ- 
ent and beholden to no individ- 
ual or organization. We write 
the dictates of our conscience 
ang by the lights that we see 
the best interests of the Jewish 
people. 

@We see Jewish life as cen- 
tered in the Jewish religion. 


Jewish life will not be perpetu- 
ated by any Jewish activity ex- 
cept the synagogue, temple and 
religious school. 

@The key to a readable paper 
that can inform, enlighten and 
serve Judaism and the Jewtsh 
community is a balance between 
local organizational publicity and 
significant Jewish néws and fea- 
tures. This is a critical and end- 
less conflict that breaks the 
hearts of most Jewish editors in 
America ang wrecks all but a 
few Jewish weeklies. This can 
only be solved by a strict edi- 
tor’s blue pencil that trims or- 
ganizational publicity to its ru- 
dimentary essentials and leaves 
room in the paper for the arti- 
cles of universal interest that 
our subscribers pay to read. 

“Only an informed Jewry can 
act intelligently in its advance- 
ment and preservation,’ Gam- 
zey said. “Our task is to provide 
information and to interpret the 
news according to our sights and 
our policy of affirmative Juda- 
ism. 

“In this task I have gained 
immeasurable _ satisfaction and 
the priceless reward of commu- 
nity appreciation and_ respect 
during the past 13 years.”

On Records 


Tops Any Reviewer Has Héard; 
Is Introduction To Fervent Sect 


By JOSEPH GALE 


Hassidism has too often been misunderstood in song, in his- 


tory and by description, so that 


some regard the vanishing sect 


as an anomaly of the Hebrew saga. Nothing could be more re- 
mote from the truth. Hassidim were a natural and proper step 


on the stairway of time. 
worship in the same way, they 
deserve at least the understand- 
ing of other branches of Juda- 
ism. 

A 10-inch LP issued by Ne- 
ginah records should go a long 
way toward engendering such 
response. It is 
called “Mod- 
zitzer Melave 
Matke Melo- 
dies,” and the 
title may need 
a little expla- 
nation. ‘‘Mod- 
zitzer” refers 
to the dynasty 
o f Modzitzer . 
rabbis, so Gale 
named for the town of Modzitz 
in the province of Lublin, Po- 
land. 

The first of the line was Rab- 





bi Samuel Elyahu of Zvolin (d. 
1887), whose grandfather, Rab- 
bi Ezekiel of Kuzmir (d. 1855), 


was already lost to the auditory 
delights of neginah, though not 
a composer himself. The dynas- 


ty then descended through the 
Rabbis Taub-Israel, Saul and 
Samuel, in that order. 

ALL THE Modzitzer rabbis 


were composers and writers, and 
upon these _ accomplishments 
their renown chiefly rests. The 
present recording is made up of 
a selection of their songs, plus 
a melody by Benzion Shenker, 
who serves as soloist in the 
others. As for “Melave Malke,” 
this literally means “the escort- 
ing of the Queen,” and is a fes- 
tivity which concludes the Sab- 
bath, 

This recording, first to come 
from Neginah Records, stands 
head and shoulders above any 
other representation of Hassidic 
music we have heard, if only 
because of its authenticity. It is 


done simply, with an economy 
of means, and in its melody 
without fanfare reflects some- 


thing of the reverence and won- 
der in a Hassidic heart. It is 
sincere music and good, and for 
us. at any rate, served as a re- 
introduction to Hassidism. 

MR. SHENKER is the owner 
of a rather reedy tenor, but one 
really listens principally to his 
fervent interpretations. The 
background is the Modzitzer 
Chorus — all male, of course — 
and a fairly competent group, 
its members singing together as

True Hassidiec musie is not 
contemporaneously written, ex- 
cept by rabbis or congregation- 
al devotees steeped in the faith 
and tradition of Hassidism. Most 
modern composers write in the 
manner of Hassidism, and ines- 
capably, their work is infiltrat- 
ed by snatches from almost ev- 
ery other mode. 

One does not, in our book, put 
together a little happiness, a 
little gayety, a little pensive- 
ness, a moment of fervor and 
call it the soul of Hassidic wor- 
ship. Anyway, a glance at the 
titles will show these to be out- 
and-out folk songs. 

As such, both recordings are 
uniformly fine in the Belarsky 
tradition, The _ velvety basso 
functions best—indeed, solely, 
whether he knows it or not— 
in the field of folk song, and here 
he is virtually unmatched, Be- 
larsky fans will find these 
worthy to add to their collec-

L AVIV—The last-minute cancellation of plans to send the 12-man Israel basketball team 


to Melbourne because of the uncertain conditions prevailing here greatly increases chances of 


the 


hoopsters touring the United States early next year as guests of the American Committee for 
Sports in Israel. As already reported in The POST, William Randolph Hearst has signified nis 


willingness to act as co-sponsor 

After 10 months of hard 
training under Elmer Ripley, the 
American coach, the decision 
not to send the basketball squad 
to the Olympics came as a great 
disappointment to both the 
hoopsters, now in top form, and 
the popular Ripley. 

J. R. Jarcho, a member of the 
executive board of the Ameri- 
can Committee, who is visiting 
Israel, also expressed his dis- 
appointment at the decision, and 
this feeling is shared in sport- 
ing circles throughout the Jew- 
ish State. 

The United States tour, of 
which the entire cost will be 
borne by the committee, will be 
some compensation to the hoop- 
sters. Under present plans Rip- 
ley, who returned to America 
when the cancellation was an- 
nounced, will spend about a 
week training the team when it 
arrives in the United States in 
January. 


THE THREE-WEEK tour will 
take in New York—first game, 
likely to be at Madison Square 
Garden—Chicago, Boston, Bal- 
timore, Detroit, Pittsburgh, St. 
Louis and San Francisco. 

Ripley, ordered to return 
home by the State Department 
when the fighting broke out, had 
to take a circuitous route home.

A Yiddish actress was in such 
a great hurry to flee that she 
did not turn back from Lydda 
airport even after having dis- 
covered that she forgot her jew- 
elry and her expensive fur coat.

The most important current lack in the United States 
Jewish community is an organized, co-ordinated public re- 
lations program. 

Here again as in almost every other area of Jewish 
life, the competition between some of our national organi- 
zations and their inability to subordinate vested interest 
to the welfare of the whole has led to a situation, where 
in a crisis, there is no machinery for effectively taking 
care of it. 

Had it not been for the courage of some of our na- 
tionally syndicated columnists and the level-headedness of 
some of the editors of our influential daily papers when 
the hostilities broke out in the Near East, no one knows 
in how serious jeopardy the Jewish community might have 
been placed, not to mention the effects of such adverse 
public relations on the future of Israel. In the days fol- 
lowing Israel’s march into the Sinai Peninsula, which drew 
the wrathful pronouncements of the United States admin- 
istration, anything could have happened. 

Fortunately, the presidents of all except one of our 
national men’s organizations had been functioning in a 
loosely set-up Presidents Council, and they were in a posi- 
tion to be convened immediately. 

But in the field of public relations, every national or- 
ganization has its own workers, and there is no co-ordina- 
tion worthy of the name. Hence, no means of setting into 
motion the necessary activities which lead to creating pub- 
lic opinion. 

If our national Jewish organizations are unable to ef- 
fect the same kind of unity in this area, as has worked 
successfully to some extent in fund-raising and with the 
Presidents’ Council and so forth, then it is worth suggest- 
ing that a top public relations firm be hired to handle the 
job. 

The American Jewish Committee is continuously oc- 
cupied with public opinion polls. Whether the results of 
these polls, paid for by the community at large, are pro- 
vided immediately to the other Jewish organizations, we 
don’t know. We doubt it. The several Zionist bodies have 
their own public relations agencies, and, of course, the 
National Community Relations Advisory Council and the 
Anti-Defamation League have as a major part of their pro- 
gram, the public relations situation. 

What about working together gentlemen? 
situation serious enough? 


HOW TO FIGHT PUBLIC BIAS 


Some hotels discriminate against Jews. Should Jews 
merely ignore these hotels, or should Jews actively engage 
in a fight to cause the removal of the barriers which bar 
them from these public places? 

Some American firms, cigarette firms for instance, 
are connected fiscally with British tobacco concerns which 
have yielded to the Arabs and are boycotting Israel. What 
should the American Jewish community do, if anything, 
in view of the fact that the illegal Arab boycott is stran- 
gling Israel. 

Some national concerns in the United States schedule 
their conventions in restricted hotels, despite having been 
forewarned about the character of these hotels. What 
should be the reaction of the Jewish community to these 
firms? 

Some national luncheon clubs bar Jews from mem- 
bership in certain areas of the United States. Should Jews 
in other areas therefore resign their memberships? 

Problems like these will be thrashed out at the an- 
nual convention of the Anti-Defamation League of B’nai 
B’rith this week end in Washington. Although we have 
confidence in the judgment of the ADL, and we respect 
the fact that the agency is calling in its representatives 
from all parts of the United States to help participate in 
deciding the course of action, it would seem to us that 
some prior discussion nation-wide also might have been 
most helpful. 

Barney Baruch, whom some would name as a leading 
Jew, registered at the Camelback Inn in Phoenix, Ariz., 
which unashamedly picks the Jews it will admit, while 
barring others with names that are too Jewish. He re- 
fused to reply to Jewish leaders who sought to contact 
him (NJP, Nov. 3, 1956). His views on this matter then 
are obvious. 

There is hardly a way in the Jewish community for 
registering Jewish public opinion, but that doesn’t mean 
that eventually this apinion doesn’t congeal and take a 
position one way or onother. In the early days of the 
United States, the means of communications were quite 
primitive, but the difference between then and now with 
our radio and TV and newspapers is not that there was 
no public opinion, but in the time required in which that 
opinion manifests itself. 

We'll be interested to see what decisions the ADL takes 
this week end. Then Jewish public opinion will have a 
chance to express itself.

Zionist Organization 


Steers Israel Course 
By DWIGHT SCANTLAND 

A big factor in the dispute between 
Israel and the Arabs is Zionism, the 
guiding spirit of Israel. 

Q—What is Zionism? 

A—A highly organized, militant poli- 
tical group designed to set up and main- 
tain an independent nation in Palestine 
for all of the world’s 11 million Jews. 

Q—When and how did it get started? 

A—It is traced back to Old Testa- 
ment times, but its modern history be- 
gan about the turn of the century when 
French Capt. Alfred Dreyfus was wrong- 
fully convicted of giving away army sec- 
rets. Theodore Herzl, an Austrian jour- 
nalist, and a number of other Jews be- 
came convinced Dreyfus wes sentenced 
to Devil’s Island because of his religion 
and started the Zionist organization. 

Q—Why was Palestine chosen? 

A—Because, according to Hebrew 
tradition, it was promised to the ancient 
tribes of Israel] by God. Other territories, 
including Uganda in British East Africa, 
were offered but rejected. 

Q--Is there a Jewish race? 

A—No. Judaism is a religion, but 
the Whites, Negroes, and Orientals found 
in Israel show its members are not of 
one race. 

Q—How did the Zionist movement 
spread to the United States? 

A—It spread here as it did around 
the world between the world wars, but 
shortly before World War II the organi- 
zation’s leaders realized the United States 
was about ready to assume world leader- 
ship and moved its headquarters here. 

Q—How strong is it in the U. S.? 

A—A majority of American Jews are 
active or passive backers. They supply 
most of the funds for the organization’s 
propaganda and to subsidize Israel. How- 
ever, a growing number of Jews are 
turning against Zionism because its radi- 
cal leaders demand that they be loyal to 
Israel first and to their home country 
second. 

Q—Are Israelis satisfied with the 
country they have? 

A—Probably not. The most radical 
say their boundaries should extend far 


into Syria, Jordan and Egypt as they did 
a short while in biblical times. Others 
say Israel should be content with what 
she has in order to bring some sort of 
peace with the Arabs. But even these 
would like to see some border adijust- 
ments. The area called for loudest is 
the part of Jordan west of the Jordan 
River. 

Q—Is Zionism a religious movement? 

A—Only to the extent that it is try- 
ing to draw every Jew in the world to 
Israel. The majority of its citizens mi- 
grated there because of persecution or 
out of a pioneering spirit. The group 
that came for -religious reasons com- 
plain the state is not religious enough. A 
number of Jewish religious leaders in the 
United States have moved away from 
Zionism because it is primarily national 
and political. 

THE AUTHOR of the piece told us that 
what it says was no more than what Ben- 
Gurion has said (a lie), and then when we 
pointed out that it asserted the United States 
Jews were disloyal and owed a prior allegi- 
ance to Israel before that of the United States, 
he demurred, pointing out that his piece as- 
serts that Jews were turning away from this 
kind of subversion. 

The paper seems willing to make amends, 
but the damage can hardly be counteracted 
days later. 

The piece is the culmination of a bitter 
barrage of letters and editorials—not in the 
Indianapolis News—but in its sister paper, 
the Indianapolis Star. The publisher of both 
Papers is Eugene Pulliam Sr., a despotic per- 
son if there ever was one—but his son con- 
ducts the News, which is by far the more 
reliable of the two papers. 

THE LOCAL public relations committee, 
a part of the Jewish Welfare Federation, 
sought an appointment with Mr. Pulliam Sr., 
after a series of bitter editorials attacking 
Israel with a venom that had little relation 
to the realities of the situation, and after the 
letter column had followed through as _ the 
rats came out of their holes and seized the 
opportunity to destroy any American good 
will for the Jewish State. 

Mr. Pulliam was too busy, however, at 
this time, even though a tentative arrange- 
ment had been made for a meeting with him 
Monday before he took off for Arizona, where 
he owns other newspapers. They wil] see 
him on his return in several weeks, it is hoped. 

Mr. Pulliam’s day Monday was taken up 
partially, at least, by a ceremony where he 
received the “Man of the Year” award at a 
luncheon of the Indianapolis Lodge of B'nai 
B'rith. 





VA-YESHEV: 


And He Dreamed 


Yet Another Dream

This year marks the centennial of the 
birth of three great dreamers in Israel: Sig- 
mund Freud, Louis D. Brandeis and Achad 
Haam. 

Freud was more of Israel than in Israel. 
He was hostile to the Jewish God but friendly 
to the Jewish people. He 
recognized that the minor- 
ity position of the Jew had 
conditioned him to take a 
more critical view of ae- 
cepted conventions than 
might have been possible 
with a Christian. 

Certainly Jewish ma- 
terial was a large part of 
his unconscious, as_ his 
studies on wit and humor 
testify. All of his early disciples, with the 
exception of Ernest Jones and Carl Jung, 
were Jews. When Abraham acted unfriendly 
to Jung, Freud pleaded with him not to dis- 
courage the only non-Jew in the company 
of the early disciples. 


PROBING INTO the depths of human 
emotions, persistent searching into human 
motivations was not uncongenial, to say the 
least, to a people who had been raised on the 
Psalms. 

Still Freud was strangely hostile to the 
religious source of the Jew’s interior life. He 
looked upon conscience as the precipitant of 
various censorships rather than as the still 
small voice of God. He considered Moses as 
a primitive tribal hero, the defier and slayer 
of the Bull-God rather than as the great 
moralist of the Ten Commandments. 

His disciples are still inclined to define 
religion as a neurotic complex of compul- 
sions and God as a hold-over father fixation. 
Nevertheless they are Josephs seeking their

brethren, not so much to tell them dreams as 
to interpret them. 


LOUIS BRANDEIS was the David sling- 
ing his smooth, articulated pebbles at Goliath 
industry and Goliath government. He saw 
the curse of bigness and the inevitable ten- 
dency of power to corrupt itself and it vie- 
tims. If industry became Leviathan, he 
wanted Government to become Behemoth, in 
order to restrain it for the public good. But 
he preferred that both would be decentralized 
and that government would become regional 
and the governors be known to the governed. 

In the midst of his great crusade against 
the inequities of corporate law, he found his 
brethren. They were the simple walking 
delegates of the striking shirt workers, He 
recognized in them the tongue of prophets 
and began to return to the source of their 
passion for justice. This made him a Zion- 
ist and harnessed his dreams to those who 
hung their harps on the willows of Babylon 
and asked God to mute their skill, if they 
forgot Jerusalem. 


ACHAD HAAM was in and of Israel. He 
sought his brethren not in the fields of De- 
than, but in the culture of the Jew, in the 
impacted precipitation of their long going uP 
and down and to and fro in the earth. He 
visualized Zion as the great center, reviving 
and renewing the unique insights of the 
Jewish word and then sending it forth as @ 
leaven yeasting the Jewish life in the diaspora. 
He wanted the land of Israel to be for the 
elect, a kind of organismic university, a col 
lective Messiah bringing salvation through 
the redeeming truths of the wise heart, 

These were the dreamers and_ theif 
dreams, like those which Joseph heard if 
Egypt, were one dream—the dream of mem 
seeking their brethren in the pitted fields, 
where the imagination of man’s heart is evil 
continuously. 
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Non-Jew Lectures Reform, Conservatives 


@ Editor, National Jewish POST: 

I am a Gentile of Protestant 
faith, but have long and inter- 
estedly followed the activities of 
other faiths as well, Through 
some study I know a little about 
Jewish law and ritual, I have 
kept abreast of Jewish activities 
largely through The National 
Jewish POST which I receive 
through the courtesy of a very 
dear Jewish friend, and which 
I enjoy a great deal. I partic- 
ularly like your editorials and 
your Freedom of the Press sec- 
tion. 

Though I have never felt that 
I had the right to express an 
opinion on Jewish religious af- 
fairs, I thought you might be 
interested in the opinion of a 
non-Jew in regard to the battle 
which is being waged in your 
paper between Orthodox and Re- 
form Jews. The strength of any 
cause lies in its unity, and it 
seems to me that Judaism is 


being weakened by this strife 
from within. 

I.am amazed, for example, at 
the vehement animosity and sar- 
casm expressed by the Reform 
Rabbi Stanley R. Brav of Cin- 
cinnati at the comparatively in- 
nocuous remarks of the Ortho- 
dox Mr. Harry Simon of Louis- 
ville, That a rabbi should ex- 
press himself in such an undig- 
nified . . . manner is certainly 
no credit to the Reform pulpit. 
I must confess that if a Protes- 
tant minister should stoop to 
publicly writing such letters re- 
garding any religious denomina- 
tion (and especially toward any 
branch of Protestantism) as 
Rabbi Brav has regarding Or- 
thodox Judaism, I most cer- 
tainly coulg not respect or want 
him as my spiritual advisor. 

It is my opinion that Rabbi 
Brav in his attempt to defend 
and justify Reform Judaism by 
maligning Orthodox Judaism is 


doing great harm to all three 
factions of Judaism, I suppose, 
having said this, your next is- 
sue will carry an attack upon 
me and my faith by the good 
rabbi from Cincinnati. But no 
matter—I have saig what I think 
and any reply from Rabbi Brav 
will elicit no further response 
from me. 

It has always seemed to me 
that Orthodox Judaism is the 
original ang true Jewish faith, 
and that Conservatism and Re- 
form are only weak and diluted 
copies thereof. I have difficulty 
in understanding the trend away 
from traditional Judaism toward 
its weaker forms. Surely a man 
who owns an original Rem- 
brandt would not exchange it 
for the work of a far inferior 
artist. Then why do American 
Jews accept inferior forms of 
their originally strong religion? 

I have asked a number of my 
Jewish friends about this and 


their invariable reply is that the 
newer forms of Judaism are 
“easier.” They admit that they 
are following the path of least 
resistance, 

To be an Orthodox Jew en- 
tails many hardships and sacri- 
fices and a very great and abid- 
ing faith, and the modern young 
Jew apparently does not care to 
make the effort. To observe the 
Sabbath strictly, to put on phy- 
lacteries and pray three times 
daily, to observe the’ strict die- 
tary laws, to say nothing of the 
many other Judaistic laws, does 
indeed call for strong faith and 
entails many inconveniences. 

Rut it is precisely these strin- 
gent restrictions which built the 
strong moral character and made 
the Jews the great and lasting 
people they have become. The 
Catholic church, too, has built 
its vast and devoted domain 
through rigid regulation and 
eanonical law. Oddly enough, 
these same non-Orthodox Jews 
who observe none of the tenets 
of their faith, admit to awe for 


the old Orthodox rabbis and ack- 
nowledge respect for the mod- 
ern, American-born and educat- 
ed young Jews who adhere to 
traditional Judaism. 

May I make a brave and bold 
suggestion? That the Conserva- 
tive and Reform Jews become 
a little less conservative and re- 
formed and lean a little more 
sympathetically toward  tradi- 
tionalism, American Orthodox 
Jews have already related some- 
what—for example, one rarely 
sees a beardeq and long-black- 
coated Jew today. Could not the 
other two groups make ea few 
concessions also? Would not this 
gradual unification make for 4 
stronger Jewish people and con- 
sequently a stronger America? 

I know that Orthodox Jews 
will accept my remarks kindly. 
If I have offended any Conserv- 
ative or Reform Jews, I ask their 
pardon, and to remember that 
“fools rush in where angeijs fear 
to tread.”

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WANTS MODERN JUDAISM, 
BUT NOT CONSERVATISM 


® Editor, National Jewish POST: 

For many years the young 
traditional rabbi has suffered 
greatly in his struggle for ex- 
istence. First, in obtaining the 
proper position, for many of the 
larger synagogues have been 
lost to the Conservative rabbis, 
second in the fight with the old 
Orthodox rabbis. 

The European rabbi still does 
not admit that the future be- 
longs to the young traditional 
rabbi. The truth is that many of 
the younger rabbis are truly ob- 
servant and they are doing their 
utmost to bring up the next gen- 
eration in a better way than the 
old rabbi did 25 years ago. 

When the traditional rabbi has 
mixed seating, then the olq rabbi 
thinks of him as a reformer, a 
breaker of tradition. At every 
opportunity he fights him worse 
than he would dare to fight a 
Conservative or Reform rabbi. 

Some very eminent rabbis have 
given their approval for men 
and women to sit together on 
the same floor level if a mehitza 
is made between the sections 
where the men and women are 
sitting. The mehitza consists of 
a piece of cloth a foot in width 
hung up by a string or a 2x4 
plank of wood. If such a mehitza 
is made by a young Orthodox or 
Traditional rabbi, he is on the 
kosher side. 

Such interpretation of the law 
of mehitza is a shame and de- 
ceit, because it is a half truth 
and does not reflect the un- 
swerving devotion to the princi- 
ple which marks the true Ortho- 
dox rabbi. Halahically speaking, 
it is just as improper for the 
modern traditional rabbi to em- 
ploy the “two by four” mehitza 
as it was for the old Orthodox 
rabbi to use the open balcony 
type mehitza. 

Some large cities in Europe 
hag such balconies, but no em- 
inent rabbi ever entered there 
for prayer. Those old Orthodox 
American rabbis who secured 
herem (ban) on mixed seating 
these eminent European 
rabbis neglected to mention the 
fact that many of their own 
mehitzas weren’t actually legal. 

One of the greatest United 
States rabbis of our time, and 
all Jews — Conservative, Tradi- 
tional ang Orthodox—have great 
and profoung respect for his 
knowledge and learning, has ad- 
vised our lavmen not to enter a

synagogue with mixed seating 
and advised further that it is 
better not to go to synagogue at 
all. I wonder if that great rabbi 
figureq out that including many 
small towns and some larger 
towns where there are no “kosh- 
er” synagogues that over 1 mil- 
lion Jews would. have to stop 
attending synagogues? 

And if so many people would 
stop going to the synagogue on 
Saturdays and Holy Days, 
wouldn’t that break the very re- 
ligious spirit the old guard is 
trying to preserve? 

If the old guards were truly 
convinceg of the sanctity of their 
position why didn’t their repre- 
sentatives appear in the now fa- 
mous court case in Mount Clem- 
ens where their help was _ Soli- 
cited? 

The Conservative rabbis think 
they have solved the mehitza 
problem by permitting mixed 
seating, and we must admit they 
have brought more women in to 
the synagogue. They have for- 
gotten, however, three things. 

They have made services the 
greatest part in Judaism. Pray- 
er is only a part of the study of 
Torah. 

Second, through generations 
we know that women had the 
mitzva to pray as wel] as men. 
Nevertheless, women through 
generations didn’t accept prayer 
as part of their lives and yet 
were fine Jewish women and 


mothers. 
Third, they have come out with 
a golom (beautiful edifices, 


flowers, ete.) which are not in 
G-d’s image—devoid of real in- 
spiration, with little effect on 
their daily lives. The words in 
the prayers are forgotten quick- 
ly in the “social hour” that fol- 
lows. We do not feel any nearer 
to G-d after prayers than at the 
time of entering the synagogue. 

Permitting mixed _ seating 
leads to a cycle with no con- 
servative or creative initiative. 
The Conservative tries to imi- 
tate the Reform, the Traditional 
tries to imitate the Conservative, 
the Reform tries to imitate 
Christianity. 

Cogent examples are the black 
robe, the sermon, the mixed 
chair, ete., which are all bor- 
rowed from Christianity. 

Modern interpretations in Ju- 
daism are desirable ang proper, 
but it must be clear as crystal!

The Rosh Hashana issue of the 
South African Jewish Times
